The remarks, the resolution stated, contain “filthy, indecent 
and obscene language, not worthy of a member of the house of 
representatives. ’

It can be obtained at from $8 
to $20 a quart on an hour’s no­ 
tice. 
Women are among the clever­ 
est of the 
bootleggers 
sides.

their Illegal wares from them. 
With the legalization of medic­ 
inal beer, officials believe the 
capital will become even “wet­ 
ter.” 
The courts, according to Dis­ 
trict Prohibition

overcroweded dockets, are hamp­ 


ering enforcement. 
Over 7,000 
bootleg arrests have been made 
in the fiscal year, 1921, ending 
in July. 
Since then there are already 
500 ■ pending” 
cases. 
in 
250 
cases fines have been imposed, 
200 forfeitures of collateral have 
been made, 80 booze autos have 
been seized but none permanent­ 
ly confiscated. 
Booze can be found in the

Professor David Macht of Johns Hopkins Un* 
versity has been awarded the annual grant from th( 
research fund cf the American Pharmaceutical a* 
sociation.

Macht’s discovery of a non-habit forming anesthetic) 
The money will be used in further jesearcb, and ex 
perimentation along the same lines. 
Dr. Macht’s new anesthetic and sedative is class 
ed among the “benzyl derivatives.” 
It was tried firs, 
on animals and later on human patients. 
Its effect 
are said to be just as satisfactory as tho*e obtainer 
by the opium derivatives, with no craving or tendency 
toward any drug habit following its use. 
It is esti-; 
mated that thousands of persons who, from repeated 
experience of the older forms of anesthesia might1 
have become drug addicts, have been saved by the 
use of the newer compound. 
Synchronously with the announcement of this 
award comes the news that a non-narcotic medicine 
has been perfected for the cure of drug addicts. 
With prevention and cure advanced thus, the long 
battle against narcotics seems nearer won.

SIMPLE ROAD SIGNS 


The Massachusetts state highway department has 
announced its recent adoption of three warning signs 
which are to be placed on the most-traveled paved 
highways of the commonwealth. 
The signs are a T, 
a *•ross and three bars at an angle of about 45 de­ 
grees 
The T indicates an intersecting road, the cross a 
cross-road and the bars any danger spot requiring 
special caution. 
In addition to these signs there 
are to be white lines dividing the road into two lanes 
of traffic at every curve. 
AII tim is for the purpose of simplifying road 
warnings. 
They do away with a multiplicity of let- 
ter ed signs, coffering in different communities, and in 
many cases difficult for the driver to see clearly or 
read properly. 
Any simplification of road warnings which serves 
the cause of safety is to be welcomed. 
Every com­ 
munity, great or small, which inaugurates a better 
system within its own borders is doing good work. 
Some such symbols should be made uniform for the 
whole country. 
How many chances are taken by motorists every 
day on curves in Orange county? 
Nobody knows, of course, but we are safe in say­ 
ing that the hazards are legion. 
Far too many driv­ 
ers fail to make it a strict rule of their driving that in 
taking turns they stay scrupulously to their own siJe 
Mr.ny a drive,- who keeps to the left with care on the

Even in this city w here the junior college has 
b een a proved success for years and where the in­ 
terest in it has been m ost cordial, there is some 
lack of appreciation of the significance and im­ 
portance of the new state law 
The act clearly con­ 
tem plates the building up of a great system of re­ 
gional junior colleges, lim ited to a few 
strategic 
points, with liberal support from the state and care­ 
ful supervision both by the state departm ent of edu­ 
cation und the state university. 
At the recent m eet­ 
ing of the state com m ittee on educational relations 
—which is made up of representatives of the state 
departm ent of education, the state university and 
the state teachers colleges—a plan of affiliation with 
the state university for 
the 
junior colleges was 
agreed upon. 
The plan involves the pre-crediting of 
courses, the inspection of work, and the approval of 
teachers by the university. 
The practical effect will 
be that such junior colleges as are authorized*under 
the new law will be an integral part of the higher 
education of the sta te and students who go from 
them with a junior certificate will be adm itted into 
full standing to the ju n io r c iiss of the university. 
It 
goes without saying th at Stanford, U niversity of 
Southern California, Pom ona or any other privately 
endowed institution in the sta te of college grade will 
be glad to recognize junior college work accredited 
by the state university. 
Riv?rside and M odesto are the first two cities in 
the state to take advantage of the new law. 
S acra­ 
mento is moving in th e m atter and plans are under 
way at Chaffey union, O ntario. 
It does not seem 
likely however that m ore than half a dozen junior 
colleges will be authorized by the state board of edu­ 
cation during the present school year. 
T hat fact 
gives the Riverside junior college added distinction. 
The present housing arrangem ents for the junior 
college are a m akeshift and a permanent building 
ought to be provided in the near future. 
T hat will 
no doubt be authorized in due time; and the junior 
college will then tak e its place as one of the recog­ 
nized institutions of higher education in the state.
